Council leaders do not regard the Council as a Jewish organiza 
tion, it was learned this week. 

The disclosure was made by Rabbi Irving F. Reichert, a vice- 
president of the Council, who denounced the New Haven Commu- 
nity Council for its action. 

A report from: The Post’s New Haven correspondent disclosed 
that the New Haven Council cage made application to the Jew- 
jsh Community Council for organizational membership last year. 

The issue was considered important enough for handling by 
the entire delegate body of the Community Council consisting 
of 150 representatives of more than 60 Jewish groups. 

In the discussion at the special meeting, the consensus 
was that the Council's major purpose was to fight Zionism 
and that the Council’s program did not have enough positive 
aspects to warrant membership in the Community Council. 

An overwhelming majority of the delegates voted to reject the 
Council! application but simultaneously made it clear that indi 
yidual members of the group were welcome to come as represen 
tatives in other capacities. 

The New Haven Council chapter has been inactive and has had 
a number of resignations since emergence of the Jewish State, 
jocal sources reported, 

A closed meeting of the chapter was held early this year to 
discuss the question of disbanding. Results of the mecting were 
not made public.

ADL OFFICIALS DENY RUMORS 
OF $250,000 GIFT FROM FORD

NEW YORK—A rumor that Ford Motor Co, has contrib- 


uted $250,000 to the B'nai B’rith Anti-Defamation League to 
win Jewish interest gained increasingly wide currency here 
this week despite vigorous denials from ADL officials. 

According to the rumor, which emanated from several 
sources, Ford gave the Detroit ADL office $250,000 and a 
similar sum to the National Conference of Christians and Jews. 

A Post query to the New York offices of the auto firm 
brought the response that officials there had no definite infor- 
mation. 

Sources of the rumor say that the company, which has 
been a target of Jewish antipathy dating from the late Henry 
Ford’s powerful anti-Semitic campaign of the 1920’s, hopes to 
penetrate the Middle East market through Israel. The alleged 
contribution, the sources said, would be part of an effort to 
win influential American Jewish support.

There Abe Miller, chairman of 
the Indianapolis Zionist district, 
accepted the co-chairmanship of 
the Indianapolis campaign. His 
co-chairman is a non-Zionist, 

Despite the Silver statement in 
St. Louis, it was felt here that 
Silver’s opposition to Montor was 
ineradicable. Silver 
promising in his 
Montor from the start of the 
struggle, which opened when 
Montor resigned as executive dir- 
ector of the United Palestine Ap- 
peal last September. 

Montor charged that the ZOA 
was uSing its control to influence 
internal Israeli policy, Subse- 
quently he withdrew those char- 
ges with an unqualified apology 
for having made them.

Why Envoy James G. MacDonald 
Can’t Keep Kosher in Tel Aviv

TEL AVIV, Feb. 25—I owe an apology to my editor, my reader 
and my friends for my long silence without notice. I left for Israel 
on short notice with heavy commitments as to work, and I had 
pretty bad luck with weather both in Paris, where I had to wait 
for a plane for a full week and in Israel where I struck the worst 


rain in many years during the rainy season of the year. 

I came here mainly to cover the pre-elec- 
tion excitement but I was almost too late for® 
that, having come three days before the elec- 
tions. Anyway history is moving at such an 
accelerated pace in this country now that the elec- , 
tions themselves are past history—and yet it is § 
only one month ago today that I stood in the 
polling booth at Rehovoth watching the first citizen 
of Israel drop his ballot into the box, 

I found more things to see and to write about. 
I could easily make an article out of every half 
hour I spend here. 
mere introduction. 

Sees Areas of Heaviest Battle 

I traveled with Leon Crestohl of Montreal to the Negev and 
saw Beersheba, and the famous Iraq-Seidan police station which 
was the scene of the most decisive battles of the Negev; and the 
ghost village of Beth-Eshel, where for seven months a handful 
of Jewish pioneers stood the brunt of the attacks from the 8,000 
Arabs at Beersheba until they had to be removed from the place 
for sheer exhaustion after the Negev was won by the Jews; and 
Negba whose stand was as heroic as Beth-Eshel’s but whose settlers 
were lucky enough to stay and tell us their story—and what a 
story! 

I stood on a hill and watched on the one hand the town of 
Faluja where the Egyptians were still trapped, and on the other, 
Beth-Afa, where the only son of my close friend, Haim Halperin, 
was severely wounded and has been missing ever since. 

I passed through the Doroth settlement where the young 
daughter of another close friend of mine, Bernard Joseph, 
fell from an Egyptian bomb. In the police station at Iraq- 
Seidan, we saw the blood-spattered walls, the large holes made 
by shells and mortar fire and the other grim reminders of 
fierce fighting. 

But we had a peaceful meal in the lower story, army style, 
served by Israeli soldiers, in what was originally a stall for the 
horses of the British police. In Beersheba, Leon made me stand 
near Bedouins who came to trasact business with the Jewish mili- 
tary authorities and took pictures upon pictures. 

Historical Scenes Visited on Trip 

We went to the top of the mosque and Leon took more pictures, 
and we saw the sandy country where father Abraham once pitched 
his tents, now completely in Jewish hands. When we were there, 
they were making preparations to receive immigrants coming in 
from Cyprus, but in the meantime there were only Jewish soldiers 
and a branch of the famous Tel-Aviv coffee house Cassisth, which, 
as I once explained, is the local counterpart of the New York Cafe 
Royal. 

I saw American boys and girls put up a new settlement in the 
western Galilee, in a country of breath-taking beauty, with mil- 
lions of birds flying over the green trees, and the boundaries of 
Syria and Lebanon visible in the distance, Emanuel Feigin of Chi- 
eago, son of one of my boyhood friends, and Alvin Rosenfeld of 
the New Yrk Post, helped the settlers put up their temporary 
quarters, and they seemed to enjoy it. At Raanana I saw the boys 
and girls from the Poughkeepsie farm linking up with the native- 
born chalutzim to form a new settlement. 

I saw the last session of the Provisional State Council and the 
first session of the Constituent Assembly. I was there in Haifa 
when the last boat arrived with immigrants from Cyprus, and I 
was there in Jerusalem when Chaim Weizmann rode in in state, 
among cheering crowds who only a few months ago were fighting 
the seige, to take oath as the first President of Israel. 

History has marched with great strides since I was here last 
in April and May, and I could see it straight from my window. 
My first article from Tel Aviv in the National Jewish Post last 
April was about the shootings from Jaffa. Today there was no 
shooting from Jaffa. Jaffa is full of Jews from every country in

Every one of the problems is infinitely more important than who 
gave whom a dirty look or who done whom wrong at the Zionist 


Organization of America, at the 


United Palestine Appeal, or at 


the Jewish Agency. The two main problems for American Jews 
interested in Israel, as I can see the situation, are: (a) the bottle- 
necks for foreign investments, and (b) the housing situation. 

Let us begin, as I usually like to do, with the end. Housing. 
Between my first trip here in April and my second trip now, 
this country set up a government, fought a successful war with 
seven nations, made peace and took in close to 150,000 new 
Jewish immigrants, What do you do with these people? Where 
do you put them up for the night? 

The British 
left their military barracks, in which the immigrants are now 
being crowded, and the Arabs (on British advice) left their homes, 
in which the immigrants now take up quarters. 

But how long and how far can this go on? 

This brings us to our joint visit and discussion—the Green- 
bergs and myself—to the Israel Goldstein House and the Raasco 


Foundation in Tel Aviv.

(JFWF Aims at Partnership 
With National Agencies—Myers

SAN FRANCISCO (NJP)—Rejecting charges that the Council 
of Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds seeks to dominate the 
U.S. Jewish community, President Stanley C. Myers said this week 
that what the CJFWF wants is a full partnership with the national 


agencies. 

The Miami official, addressing 
a Pacific regional meeting of the 
CJFWF, said the partnership pro- 
posal was “definitely not a ques- 
tion of ‘local versus national’ but 
an attempt to achieve a genuine 
cooperative partnership.” 


But he said frankly that he felt 
that the Jewish communities 
were no longer merely recipients 
of national policies and _ actions, 
asserting that “we, the communi- 
ties, must see ourselves much 
more clearly as the determinents 
of national policies and actions 
and not merely the recipients.” 

Citing the recent effort of the 
CJFWF to settle the internal 
quarrel in the United Palestine 
Appeal, Myers said that it was 
no longer adequate for “our 
local boards to concentrate only 
on how to raise the money or 
how the funds can be allocated 
with a minimum of conflict.” 

He said what was needed now 
was continuous and intensive at- 
tention to major national and lo- 
cal questions as a regular pro- 
cedure. 

Can’t Close Minds 

“Communities which are pour- 
ing out their physical energies 
and financial resources in unpre- 
cedented measure cannot close 
their minds and shut off their in- 
terest the moment the funds have 
been dispatched to New York,” 
he said, 

Meyers said the necessary con- 
tinuous supervision at the local 
level could be achieved by joint 
action through the CJFWF, rep- 
resenting more than 265 _ local 
welfare funds and federations. 

He said such a program had 
not been used in the -past but 
that it had to be started now 
if “we are to match the require- 
ments of the times with the 
breath of vision and the matur- 
ity of action which are impera- 
tive.” 

Myers answered charges of al- 
leged aims at national domina- 
tion with a careful statement: 

“This is not a question of at- 
tempting to concentrate power. 
Quite the contrary, it is a mat- 
ter of spreading the authority to 
match the spread of responsibil- 
ity among the Jews of America. 

Cooperation Is Idea 

“It is a matter of bringing to- 
gether all of the elements which 
have a direct stake in these re- 
Sponsibilities, to achieve a part- 
hership of cooperation, to devel- 
*P a unity of purpose among a 
diversity of views that by its 
very nature will be stronger than 
any of the separate parts.”

reached the highest peak in its history with 180 federations and 
welfare funds reporting a total of $180,478,426 raised for overseas, 
national, regional and local needs, it was revealed here in a report 
issued this week by the Council of Jewish Federations a Welfare 


Funds. 


A comprehensive survey of the 
180 communities showed a 29 per- 
cent increase by the same agen- 
cies over 1947, the report Stated. 
In total dollars, the increase was 
$40,558,322 more than the $139, 
920,104 raised in 1947, The sta- 
tistics do not include Commun- 
ity Chest income. 


The CJFWF analysis divided 
the drives on the basis of spring 
and fall campaigns. Final figures 
from 139 spring campaign com- 
munities showed a total of $159,- 
802,608 raised in 1948.

FIGHT OPENED ON HAWAII LAW 
THREATENING YIDDISH, HEBREW

HE existence of Hebrew 
and Yiddish schools. is 
being threatened by a Hawaiian 
law soon due to be tested before 
the supreme Court, reports the 
FORWARD’S Chaim Lieberman. 

Passed during the anti Jap- 
anese hysteria of World War II, 
the Hawaiian 
statute forbids 
the teaching of 
any language 
other than Eng- 
lish to children 
under the age of 
ten, The fright- 
ened Japanese 4 
submitted to the @ 
decree, but the 
Chinese in Hawaii have fought 
the law right up to the Supreme 
Coutr. 

In an amicus curiae brief, the 
American Jewish Congress ar- 
gues at length that the statute 
is an infringement upon freedom 
of religion. In its brief, the 
watchdogs of the Congress quote 
the Biblical injunction, ‘Thou 
shalt teach them diligently to 
their children,” and expound the 
close connection between a know- 
ledge of Hebrew and the free ex- 
ercise of the Jewish religion. 

The Congress’ brief also 

points out to the Supreme 
Court that the notion that 
children are confused by learn- 
ing more than one language is 
a fallacy that has been explod- 
ed by scientific tests. 

Lieberman declares that the 
case is of utmost importance, 
and adds: “There are many par- 
ents who do not teach their child- 
ren Yiddish because they are 
afraid that it will spoil their Eng- 
lish speech. But if the Supreme 





Court upholds the contention that 
it doesn’t, it may prove to be a 
boon to the cause of Yiddish edu- 
catin.”

74,000 Claims Filed 


For Nazi Victims 


NURENBERG, — (JTA) = 
Nearly 74,000 claims for restitu. 
tion of heirless or communal 
Jewish property have been filed 
with the American military gov. 
ernment in Germany by the Jew. 
ish Restitution Organization, it 
was revealed in a report of the 
organization’s activities in 194 
made public here this week. 

Among the claims are some 
9,800 against the former German 
Government, 9,500 which deal 
with businesses, 9,500 which per- 
tain to mortgages and _ other 
forms of securities and 19,00 
claims for personal property in 
cluding such items as household 
furnishings and jewelry.

“quarantine” technique for dealing with hate-peddlers in answer to a sharp attack from the Ameri- 


can Jewish Congress. 


Without mentioning the Congress by name, the AJCommittee sternly warned that those fighting 
the quarantine technique were fighting the “pest s Mes seated against organized anti- iatsinsniaanaal and were 


courting disaster for American 
Jewry. 

The latest debate between the 
two Jewish civic defense agencies 
developed when Gerald L. K. 
smith, No. 1 U. S. hate-peddler, 
reported contributions of more 
than $100,000 in 1948 despite ap- 
plication of the quarantine ap- 
proach. (NJP, Feb. 18). 

Congress Hits Method 

The earnings report moved the 
Congress, consistent foe of the 
technique, to assert that Smith’s 
1948 earnings proved the failure 
of the quarantine method. 

The blast at the AJCommit- 
tee’s victory in selling Ameri- 
can Jewry on the validity of the 
technique drew a quick re- 
sponse from the Committee in 
a release to all U. S. Anglo- 
Jewish editors. 

The defense of the technique 
was entered by S. Andhil Fine- 
berg, director of community ser- 
vice for the AJCommittee. 

The carefully-prepared state- 
ment opened with the contention 
that application of the quarantine 
technique some four years ago 
was an effort to stem the grow- 
ing public response to hate- 
mongers. 

Before And After 

“Ten years ago, organized anti- 
Semitism was on the rapid in- 
crease in this country,” Fineberg 
said. “At its climax, several anti- 
Semitic street meetings were 
being held on every fair-weather 
night in New York City.” 

He said that all efforts by 
counter-demonstrations, picketing 
and heckling “failed to halt the 
growing tide and increased the 
success of these disreputable agi- 
tators.” 

Then the quarantine technique 
was introduced and “as a result 
of the new technique, rabble- 
rousers have found it far more 
difficult to obtain public clamor.” 

The new technique was named 
the quarantine treatment at Fine- 
berg’s suggestion. 

“The quarantine treatment was 
so successful, Grerypeas it was

Almost a year ago, the Radio —$—$—<—<———— ne 
News Club filed a complaint 
with the FCC charging that Rich- 
ards, who -has headqutrters in 
Detroit at station WJR, ordered 
members of KMPC ‘newsroom 
staff to play up news reffecting 
on Jews and to play down news 
events in Palestine, 

There upon the American Jew- 
ish Congress filed a_ petition 
March 11, 1948 asking the FCC to 
Tevoke the KMPC license. 

‘The FCC opened an investi- 
gation which draeecd through 
the year until the announce- 
Ment of the public hearings 
for March 16. 

Richards, who also owns Sta- 
tion WGAR in Cleveland, peti- 
tioned the FCC two weeks ago to 
Suspend the ‘hearings -here and 


decided a further hearing was 
necessary after his personal ap- 
pearance that it be held in Wash- 
ington, The FCC announced it 
had denied Richards plea for sus- 
pension of the Los Angeles hear- 
ings but that it had granted the 
request for a preliminary per- 
sonal hearing. 


In his plea, Richards told the 
FCC he admitted “the wrong- 
fulness of certain acts,” and that 
he “now realizes that some 
groups have abused his fear of 
communism to their own ends.” 

Hires Mullen, Too 

The plea was Richards’ second 
bid to stop federal action grow- 
ing out -of his alleged policies 
Last summer he hired Frank E, 
Mullen, executive vice-president

He said the number of meet- 
ings throughout the U. S. has 
greatly decreased and atten- 
dances have been smaller and a 
number of the hate-peddlers 
have been put out of business. 

“Under quarantine treatment, 
organized anti-Semitism in Amer- 
ica has rapidly ebbed from its 
crest,” he asserted. 

Fineberg then turned to the 
specific case of Smith and his 
1948 earnings. 

The AJCommittee official said 
Smith was one of the most capa- 
ble orators now operating and 
“that a man of suck oratorical 
prowess has not been put com- 
pletely out of business is no 
proof of the inadequacy of the 
quarantine treatment.” 

“On the contrary, Smith was 
well on his way to becoming an 


American Goebbels promoting 
bigotry on a vast scale,” Fineberg 
said. 


“Six years ago, in Detroit, 
Smith had an audience of 23,000. 
He might well by now be talking 
to 20,000 people regularly at 
every gathering. In Los Angeles, 
where Smith spent October, No- 
vember and part of December of 
1948 (and where any crackpot can 
get himself a considerable audi- 
ence) Smith’s highest attendance 
was 1,200. 

“During about 20 meetings in 
that one city, his audiences dwin- 
dled to 500. But four years ago 
Smith addressed a meeting of 
7,000 in Los Angeles.” 

Quarantine Killing Smith 

Fineberg argued that Smith 
had to address the same people in 
Los Angeles repeatedly because 
the pickings were no better and 
perhaps worse in other parts of 
the U.S. 

Fineberg then took up the mat- 
ter of Smith’s reported income 
for 1948, a matter of $114,000, 
which Smith reported to the 
House of Representatives, since 
he operated a political party in 
1948 which nominated him for 
President. 

“The impression was given that 
Smith had a net income of $114,- 
000,” Fineberg said. “It should 
have been pointed out in the 
same release that Smith reported 
expenditures of $110,000, leaving 
only $4,000 that was not con- 
sumed for his operations.” 

Then Fineberg took a poke at 
the CONGRESS WEEKLY edi- 
torial on Smith and the quaran- 
tine technique. 

“A Jewish editor assailed the 
quarantine treatment because 
Smith’s 1948 income was greater 
than in 1947,” Fineberg said. 
“The actual increase—not men- 
tioned in the editorial—was $28,- 
431° - 

Fineberg said that in view of 
Smith’s bid for a national politi- 
cal ‘movement, $28,000 “is surely 
not a spectacular gain.” 

Pals Quitting Him 

Fineberg said that on the other 
side was the disavowal of Smith 
by five of his leading pals in

ADVICE FOR ANTI-SEMITES; 
AND A NOTE ON MEETINGS 


By CARL ALPERT 

SYCHIATRISTS advise, I believe, the listing and recording of 

all matters which cause worry and concern. Reference to the 
list after the lapse of time—say of a month, or a year—will indi- 
cate to the worrier how ill-founded were his fears, and he can ap- 
praise his latest crop of new worries accordingly. 

I had a somewhat similar experience the other day, though 
possibly not with. the same results. Engaged in cleaning out a long 
neglected desk drawer I came across a list of ideas and random 
thoughts which I had jotted down from time to time as lending 
themselves to editorial treatment or to development for a column. 
They were drawn, in one way or another,. from the news of the 
time, and most of them were at least ten years old. I reproduce the 
list below as an exhibit of what at least one American Jew was 
thinking about ten years ago. 

* * * 

Does not a rabbi sometimes wish he were an anti-Semite? Then 
his congregants would listen to him, he would be the subject of 
close attention by large Jewish organizations, his speeches would 
be widely reprinted, and Jews would everywhere discuss him and 
his views! 





* * * 

Intolerance and persecution can not be charged up as total 
evils. Has not history shown us that the results of such be- 
havior and attitude have included the colonization of America, 
the Declaration of Independence, the French revolution, the 
the Exodus from Egypt, etc.? 

* * * 

Liturgical and historical references aside, do Jews really con- 
sider themselves the Chosen People, or do they suffer from a mass 
folk inferiority complex? 

* * * 

Advice to an anti-Semite: Careful, you, too, may be Jewish. 
Note the case of Bela Imredy, ranting Hungarian Jew-hater, who 
suddenly discovers that he is of Jewish descent, and stands con- 
demned by his own words. Can it be that England’s Moseley was 
originally “Moshele” (little Moses) ? 

* * * 

The trouble with most public discussion is that the discussants 
feel it incumbent upon them to disagree. Even though they may 
agree in principle with what has been said, they seize the oppor- 
tunity to pounce upon a minor flaw, or expose an unimportant 
error. There is also the overpowering urge to talk in public, even 
though the contribution is pointless or a repetition expresed in a 
different way. 

* * * 

After attending a youth meeting in 1939: “Are these young 
people? Where is the challenging, vital, stimulating energetic power 
that characterizes youth? Where is the idealism, the zeal, the ardor 
and optimism? These boys and girls, sitting here supinely, pas- 
Sively, listening to platitudes and generalities—can they be our 
Jewish leaders of tomorrow? Ignorance I can understand and make 
allowance for, but certainly not this supreme apathy. I must be- 
lieve that these are not representative—that there are other groups 
of Jewish youth where I will find intelligent understanding of our 
problems as Jews, as Americans and as human beings.”

How can a Jew be an idealist in the face of constant disillu- 
sionment?

It must not be forgotten that Fr. Coughlin was not repudi- 
ated by the Catholic Church. Indeed, Coughlin wrapped the 
church about him and used his priestly vestments as a cloak to 
accuse his critics of being foes of Christianity. Thus he has 
written: “. . . I happen to be a priest in good standing and, 
therefore, fee] that the entire attack levelled against me smacks 
not only of a personal nature but, possibly, of one against tie 
Christian religion.”

AY HAT makes a good Jew? 

Knowledge of Jewish life 
and understanding of the Jewish 
purpose of living; that is surely 
a requisite set by Jewish tradi- 
tion. Participation in the Jewish 
experience; that is also a neces- 
sary item, for the Jew has always 
been bidden to guard against sep- 
arating himself from the congre- 
gation. Practice in Jewish living; 
that has always been considered 
vital in the continuity - of the 
Jewish idea of justice and right- 
eousness, 

When these elements are mag- 
nified to an extraordinary degree 
in one person, you find a great 
Jew. Chaim Weizmann is preem- 
inently the leader of his people 
throughout the world because he 
combines the qualities of Jewish 
knowledge and profound love of 
hi speople in his thinking and in 
his acting. Lloyd George was not 
mistaken when he once told a 
fellow cabinet member, “when 
you and I are forgotten this man 
will have a monument to him in 
Palestine.” He has earned it, In 
his two lives, one as a leading 
world scientist and the other as 
the symbol of the aspirations of 
the Jewish people, he stands as 
one of the unique personalities in 
world history.

HIS AUTOBIOGRAPHY “Trial 
and Error” tells the story of his 
life as a Zionist and chemist. 
But it tells much more. It delin- 
eates his philosophy, the Jewish 
philosophy of life. He is not in- 
terested in settling homeless 
wanderers in permanent abodes 
merely for the sake of transfer- 
ring their locale. It must be Zion 
that is the place of their settle- 
ment. Therefore, he was bitter 
in his opposition to Theodore 
Herzl on the question of Ugan- 
da. He is not impressed with the 
western Jews who rely so strong- 
ly on their patriotism and their 
apparent security to _ protect 
them, 

He, the simple Russian Jew 
of Motel and  Pinsk, sees 
through their veneer. His ex- 
periences in Russia have for 
ever convinced him that the 
only real security the Jew will 
ever know will be among his 
own in the land of his forefa- 

thers. The book is essentially a 
record of this conviction. 

I remember hearing Dr. Weiz- 
mann tell an American audience 
about differences in Jewish set- 
tlement. He spoke of those whom 
Baron deHirsch hati sent to Ar- 
gentine to undertake farming,

communities. There was no at- 
tachment to that soil. They drift- 
ed to the large centers and be- 
came ordinary burghers. 

But the Jews who went to the 
land of Israel to till the soil re- 
mained rooted to the soil. The 
ingredient that held them there 
was the magic quality of the 
Jewish memory and experience, 
On that soil their prophets had 
walked. On that soil the endur- 
ing character of the Jewish peo- 
ple had been formed, The con- 
tact of the Jewish people with 
their ancestral homeland brought 
forth the shining spirit that had 
once given the western world the 
Bible, Who could tell what won- 
drous contributions to humanity 
would come from future contact 
with that same homeland? 


DR. WEIZMANN has strong 
likes and dislikes. They are at- 
tuned to his life loyalties. He 
appreciated Herzl’s capacities, 
but he also discerned his limita- 
tions. When Herzl advocated the 
settlement of Jews in Uganda 
Weizmann’s reaction covered 
more than his opposition to that 
particular move. 

“How was it,” he writes, “that 


Herzl could contemplate such a 
shift of objective? It was the log- 


ical consequence of his concep- ° 


tion of Zionism and of the role 
which the movement had to play 
in the life of the Jews. To him 
and to many with him—perhaps 
the majority of the representa- 
tives of the Jews assembled in 
Basle—Zionism meant IMMEDI- 
ATE solution of the problem be- 
setting their sorely tried people. 
If it was not that, it was nothing 
at all, The conception was at 
once crude, naive and generous. 
There is no IMMEDIATE solu- 
tion of great historic problems, 
There is only movement in the di- 
rection of the solution.” 


The same reaction to Herzl’s 
proposition concerning Uganda 
is seen in Weizmann’s attitude 
in his struggle over securing 
the Balfour Declaration and in 
his stubborn’ resistance to 
many American Jewish points 
of view regarding Zionism. 


In all his battles he has been 
consistent, however. He has not 
changed his course. He began his 
career as a Jew from Pinsk who 
saw the afflictions of his people, 
who understand their wonderful 
character, who knew their tre- 
mendous potentialities and who 
shared their wholehearted and 
single-minded purpose to live 
Jewishly on Jewish soil.

RABBI BERKOWITZ 
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Rabbi Berkowitz 
Of Portland Dies 


Funeral services were held 
last week at Portiand for Rab- 
bi Henry J, Berkowitz of Tem- 
ple Israel, the largest Jewish 
congregation in the Pacific 
Northwest, who died after a 
long illness. He was 54. 

Born in Philadelphia and 
graduated from Hebrew Union 
College in 1921, Rabbi Berko- 
witz served in the Navy for 
three years in the last war. 
He was the author of several 
books, 





he fought against Lentn and 
Trotsky in Switzerland in the 
struggle for control of Jewish 
vonth, onnosed the Montagus and 
Lucien Wolfs in England, the 
ics Simons and Paul Nathans 
in Germany, and. others in 
France, Russia and the United 
States, He who breathed the 
same air that Ahad Ha’am and 
Shmarya Levin breathed could 
hardly be expected to show sym- 
pathy to the viewpoint of the as- 
similationist Jews in the various 
countries in which he labored on 
behalf of his beloved Zion. He 
had to fight as hard against the 
left as against the right. With 
regard to the struggle to win 
over the wealthy and influential 
Jews to the cause of Zioinism Dr. 
Weizmann quotes a typical wit- 
ticism of Shmarya Levin to the 
effect that a rich man always 
puts him in mind of the fat and 
lean cows of Pharaoh’s dream; 
the rich man will give you a fat 
donation, and then follow it up 
with a lean philosophy which eats 
up the fat donation. 

ONE OF THE most dramatic 
moments in the history of Zion- 
ism is colorfully portrayed in the 
chapter concerning the Balfour 
Declaration. The War Cabinet of 
Britain had requested the Zion- 
ists to draw up a memorandum 
for its guidance. Under the chair- 
manship of Nahum Sokolow the 
Zionist Committee a strong mem- 
orandum was prepared. It called 
for the right of the Jewish peo-

in Palestine under a _ protection 
to be established at the conclu- 
sion of the First World War, It 
called for recognition of Pales- 
tine as the National Home of the 
Jewish people. It called for the 
recognition of the principle of 
internal automony to the Jewish 
National Home in Palestine, fre- 
dom of immigration for Jews and 
the establishment of a Jewish 
National Colonizing corporation 
for the re-establishment and ec- 
onomic development of the coun- 
try. 

Because of the anti-Zionist 
Jews inside and outside of the 
British Cabinet the memoran- 
dum suffered modification until 
it was finally delivered in the 
form of the present Balfour 
Declaration. Weizmann’s indig- 
nation at the machinations of 
these Jews (Montagu and Lu- 
cien Wolf) is intense. He tells 
us that “from the individual 
expressions of opinion which 
came from members of the 
British War Cabinet there can- 
not be the slightest doubt that 
without outside interference— 
ENTIRELY FROM JEWS!— 
the draft would have been ac- 
cepted early in August substan- 
tially as we submitted it.” 

It is with melancholy hindsight 
that we can contemplate the dis- 
astrous results of the influence of 
such Jews. The Balfour Declara- 
tion became the subject of legal 
interpretation in days to come. 
Lloyd George and McMahon and 
others had to emphasize its inten- 
tions to help the Jews while mil- 
lions of Jews were being slaugh- 
tered in the Nazi concentration 
camps, Behind the wording of the 
Balfour Declaration many a ren- 
egade to British decency took shel- 
ter. The British government 
would not have found it so easy 
to issue the White Paper of 1939 
regarding its notions of the ab- 
sortive capacity of Palestine if 
the influential Jews of England 
had not tampered with the orig- 
inal contemplated Balfour Declar- 
ation drawn up by the Zionists 
at the request of Balfour him- 
self two decades earlier, Such 
are the ironies-of history! 

& 

WEIZMANN REFERS often to 
his twin loyalties—chemistry and 
Zionism, In truth they constitute 
but one—Zionism. Since he is of 
the masses of Jewry his instincts 
concerning those masses have 
never beerr wrong. His scientific 
achievements seem always to be 
pointed toward the aid of his 
people. From the legend (Dr, 
Weizmann indicates that it is a 
legend) of the reward of the Bal- 
four Declaration for his service 
to England during the First 
World War to the present experi- 
























ments in his laboratory in Re. 
hovoth, the President of Israg 
has constantly bent his scientific 
genius toward the welfare of his 
people in their new home. 

He knows that Israel is g 
tiny land and that it must be 
peopled by mililons, It is there.

No one has_ better described 
the remarkable author of “Trial 
and Error” than the author him. 
self. In a single classic paragraph 
which is worth remembering, the 
first President of Israel and th 
world’s Number One Jew tells § 
us how to look upon the move § 
ment to which he has given his 
life; and his part in it: 

“To me Zionism was some 
thing organic, which had to grow 
like a plant, had to be watched 
and watered anl nursed, if it was 
to reach maturity. I did not be 
lieve that things could be dom 
in a hurry. The Russian: Zion 
ists had as their slogan a saying 
of the Jewish sages: ‘That which 
the intelligence cannot do, tim 
(that is work, application, worry) 
will do.’” 

There will be other biographies 
of accomplished Jews in days to 
come, It is doubtful if they wil 
match in interest and appeal this 
moving account of a man who 
rose from the obscure surrount 
ings of a Russian hamlet and by 
dogged will power harnessed to 
genius became one of the great 
statesmen and scientists of moé 
ern times.

ERE is something farmisht and deadening about the prac- 

tice of taking a tasty, stimulating morsel like a Megillah of 
Esther or the love story, Solomon’s Song of Songs, and turning 
them into a dreary recital which must be droned through at regu- 
lar intervals, 

Because Purim is close at hand, I have an item which I saved 
from last year’s ORTHODOX JEWISH LIFE magazine: 

WHAT IS MEANT BY “HALF-ASLEEP”? 

If one reads the Megillah while half-asleep, he has performed 
his obligation, What is meant by “half-asleep’”? Rav Ashi said: he 
4s asleep and not asleep, awake and not awake; if he is called he 
responds, but he cannot give a rational reply, though if he is re- 
minded (of what has been said) he remembers. 

—Talmud, Megillah, 18b 








Obligation? Half-asleep? 

These words don’t refer, do they, to the light-hearted, swiftly- 
paced tale of a beautiful young girl, who over stiff competition, wins 
the nod of a king bent on chastizing his haughty queen? Or of a 
stubborn, courageous old man who out-maneuvers a preening mem- 
ber of the king’s court? 

Then there is the “Song of Songs.” I attended a book re- 
view of Maurice Samuel’s “Prince of the Ghetto.” One of the 
stories in this volume of the life and works of Peretz is the 
tale of the Rabbi of Chelm. 

The Rabbi of Chelm was so pious and good that Satan couldn’t 
figure out any way to trap him except through his inclination to 
smell snuff as he took a short pre-Sabbath stroll, intoning the Song 
of Songs. 

You understand that the Rabbi can’t be trapped about money 
or breaking any Sabbath rules or by lust for women. He is a truly 
good and kind person. And you get the impression that reciting 
the Song of Songs, while. a loved task, is quite dull and boring. 

Yet by strange coincidence I had picked up the Bible the eve- 
ning before and when it opened to the Song of Songs, I decided to 
read it through again. And I found this section of the Bible is 
frankly and lushly erotic in a manner not used in today’s literature. 

I’ve heard the Song of Songs called a parable which ex- 
presses our feelings toward God. In other words, because it is 
old and part of the hallowed literature of the Bible, it has been 
made into a religious, spiritual episode. 

But wouldn’t it be better to accept it for what it is, and enjoy 
the primitive beauty of its poetry, or the pleasures of Esther’s ad- 
ventures, than to shroud them into something other-worldly and 
expect to be lulled to sleep during the recital?

PFEFFERNUSSE 

1 cup corn syrup juice and grated rind of 1 Jemon 
% cup butter 1 teaspoon cinnamon 
cup molasses % teaspoon cloves 

4% cup brown sugar 4 cups flour 

3 tablespoons ground almonds 1% teaspoon baking soda 

¥% teaspoon salt 1 egg white, slightly beaten 

2 tablespoons chopped citron 

Heat syrup until lukewarm, stir in butter, then molasses, brown 

sugar, salt, almonds, citron, lemon, cinnamon and cloves. Mix and 
sift flour and baking soda, and stir into the syrup mixture, blend- 
ing well. Roll into balls size of a marble, place an inch apart on a 
greased baking sheet, brush with slightly beaten egg white, and 
bake in oven at 350 degrees until well browned. Almonds, citron

You may 
have it listed under a different name.” 

Paarogen is a type of kreplach (dough filled with meat). “Jew- 
ish Home Beautiful,” published by the Women’s League of the 
United Synagogue of America, and written by Betty D. Greenberg 
and Althea O. Silverman, has a recipe for Paarogen, which sounds 
very good. 


PAAROGEN 
The first list is for the dough, the second for the filling: 
1% cups flour 1% tpns. baking powder 
1 egg % cup chicken fat or 
pinch salt vegetable shortening 
% cup water 


% lb. cooked beer 
1 onion, sliced and fried 
salt, pepper, cinnamon 

Run meat, liver and onions through food chopper. Add eggs 
and seasoning. Mix ingredients for dough, adding just enough water 
to make a soft dough. Roll out about % inch thick and cut in 
3% inch circles. 

Fill with 1 tablespoonful of meat, fold in half and pinch edges 
together. Bake on greased pan in hot oven (400 degrees) half hour 
until brown. Serve hot with chicken soup. 

This may also be made with raised challah dough. Roll dough 
in three-inch rounds. Fill and close as above.- Allow to rise until 
double in size. Brush with chicken fat and bake in 375 degree oven 
until brown.

1949 UJA Drive Needs Leaders With Imagination 


"? oo United Jewish Appeal is now ready to 
get underway full speed for 1949. Even 
those who were opposed to Henry Montor as 
head of the 1949 drive will want this year’s 
appeal to the Jewish community to meet the 
greatest possible success. 

The basis for a powerful appeal is there, 
though it is not as dramatic as a war for sur- 
vival. Now we must make good the promise. 
Regrettably the drive is off to a poor start but, 
no matter who is to blame, the fact still remains 
that the U. S. Jewish community cannot be 
allowed to fail this year. 

What will be requ#fed then will be a cam- 


paign of great imagination. Somehow in some 
way, the Jewish community—if it cannot be 
swept off its feet emotionally—must be made 
to understand that its responsibility te the 
Jews of the world did not end with its hand. 
some 1948 contribution. 

The techniques used in past years, valuable 
as they are, will not do the job in 1949. New 
devices are imperative. The best brains in the 
U. S. Jewish community must be mobilized and 
out of the experience of past years and a -new 
vision may come the ideas which alone will 
mean another successful United Jewish Appeal 
campaign. 


Renewed Jewish Vitality In The U. S. 


GRAVE error is being made by those who 

dolefully survey the impoverished Amer- 
ican Jewish community of today and mourn- 
fully predict an inglorious end for American 
Jewry. 

All the adjectives are accurate in describing 
the desert-like lack of Jewish content in our 
Jewish life in the U. S. We are not creative 
Jewishly; and though there are many creative 
Jews among us, their talents not only are not 
directed in Jewish channels, but if they were, 
they would not be appreciated by a Jewishly- 
illiterate American Jewry. 

All this is so. 

But the wheel has been turning for many 
years. We are past the low point. A fruitful 
Jewish community life—fruitful in distinctively 
Jewish ways—is almost a certainty. 

Just how high a plane the future U. S. Jewish 


community will reacn, historically, cannot be 


foretold but it will be as high as it is today and 
higher than it has been for the past generation, 


Too many significant developments have 
taken place in the past few years—develop. 
ments whose fruits cannot yet be seen—not to 
have started a chain of events which will lead 
to a changed Jewish outlook and which will 
bring renewed Jewish vitality. 


The Jew of today has succumbed, like his 
non-Jewish neighbor, to his materialistic en. 
vironment, something which Jewish commu. 
nities during the Middle Ages were able to 
avoid. But the strong Jewish sense of service 
to humanity is reasserting itself. From this, 
even if the world at large cannot escape from 
the morass, will emerge a renewed Jewish 
vigor in all fields of the arts and morals. 


A Tale Of Two Cities 


OS Angeles’ University of Judaism and the 
College of Jewish Studies both were or- 
ganized in the same year. Both cover the same 
idea—adult Jewish education—and both are 
Striving for community acceptance. 

This idea of a Jewish college is a fine devel- 
opment and Los Angeles Jewry is responding 
in large numbers to the excellent courses of 
study. 

But these are competitive colleges, where one 
would suffice. Reform and Conservatism—rep- 
resenting the Jewish Theological Seminary on 
the one hand, and the Hebrew Union College— 
Jewish Institute of Religion on the other—are 
in open competition. 

Ten years ago, 20 years ago, this duplication 
would have been more understandable. But 
today, when it is clear that no appreciable dif- 
ferences exist between Reform and Conserva- 
tive Judaism, and when 10 years from now 
there will be even less difference, it is a mis- 


take to embark on a new and important venture 
in Jewish community life on a competitive 
basis. 

How much more beneficial to all concerned 
it would have been if the two wings of Judaism 
could have joined hands in this instance. This 
common interest would have led to more and 
more joint efforts and would have earned the 
respect of Los Angeles Jewish leaders who have 
begun to speculate openly on the motives of the 
modern U. S. rabbinate. 

In San Francisco, a more healthy develop. 
ment is taking place. Rabbi Elliott Burstein’s 
congregation Beth Israel is transforming its 
adult education school into a community-spon- 
sored Jewish college. It could have forced the 
Reform group to start a school of its own but:it 
preferred to give the community interest first 
place, and leave such matters as prestige and 
honor to those whose work ‘in Jewish life is 
motivated mainly by such considerations. 


Current Comment 


Rabbi Morris Adler of Shaarey Zedek in 
Detroit wants to know the reasons for the 
amazing contrasts of behavior in U. S. Jews 
toward their Jewishness—One of the important 
departments in Jewish literature is known as 
“Sheoloth U’teshuvoth” meaning questions and 
answers. It consists of the responses of rabbis 
through the centuries to inquiries regarding 
vital issues of faith, law, practice and policy. 
From the far-flung places of the Diaspora Jews 
would turn to their spiritual leaders for guid- 
ance in their perplexity. 

I fear that I shall have to reverse the tradi- 
tional procedure. I am a perplexed rabbi seek- 
ing help from my people in answering .several 
questicns that disturb me. 

Why do men who join lodges and organiza- 
tions, and so readily accept the necessity for the 
strange conglomeration of ritual and cere- 
monial by which their meetings are marked, find 
it difficult to understand the reasons we ad- 
vance for the symbols and practices of Juda- 
ism? 

Why do I so seldom see at our services, peo- 
ple who when I meet them elsewhere are al- 
ways prepared with a blueprint of changes and 
improvements which should be introduced at 
these services? Where do they get ‘their infor- 
mation and ideas? 


Why do we, at our communal meetings 
discuss so many secondary and tertiary prob- 
lems and refrain from ever mentioning the key- 
issues of mass-ignorance of Jewish life and tra 
dition; intermarriage; breakdown of Jewish dis- 
cipline; the Jewish home and family? 

Why do Jews who proudly boast. of the piety 
and learning of their fathers and grandfathers 
so often disregard in their own lives that which 
they admire im their forebears? 

Where will our tendency ‘te start meetings 
later and jater lead us? How long will it be ‘be 
fore an audience will begin arriving Wednes 
day night for a meeting called Monday noon, 
and think it is prompt since it has come within 
the week designated? 

Why do Jews who give so generously and de 
votedly to the causes that campaign for our 
contributions, show so little concern as to how 
the funds are expended or whether proper and 
representative trustees have ‘been chosen 0 
supervise their disbursement? 

Why do program chairmen rely exclusively 
on “imported” talent and speakers for ‘theif 
meetings and fail to develop the skills and abil 
ities of their own members? 

The above list does not exhaust my perplex! 
ties. I will be grateful for answers to thes? 
questions. :

At long last, after many years 
of watchful waiting, I have dis- 
covered in your columns, a pro- 
test against Brotherhood Week, 
written by Rabbi Harry Essrig, 
who says he cannot subscribe to 
Brotherhood Week because he 
js trying “to be an honest man.” 
Bravo, Rabbi Essrig; I like 
honest men, particularly when 
they state as you do, “I am naive 
enough to believe that brother- 
hood works both ways, that we 
shouldn’t always be running aft- 
er our friends to let them know 
we love them,” and “a good part 
of this interfaith work is sub- 
sidized by Jews to create the im- 
pression that, by making a hulla- 
paleo about love and tolerance 
one week out of 52, we have 
prought Utopia down to earth.” 

However, what I want to know 
jis whether or not Rabbi Essrig 
would really want to do away 
with Brotherhood Week altogeth- 
er? * 

That would indeed be a calam- 
ity, wouldn’t it, if you viewed it 
from a certain angle. What 
would the National Conference 
of Christians and Jews do if we 
were to take away from them 
their only positive achievement, 
after all these weary years of 
planning and expanding? 

Were it not for Brotherhood 
Week, how could this organiza- 
tion maintain its vast network of 
offices wherein high-salaried of- 
ficers and clerks must be sup- 
ported? 

How could it have ventured out 
into the international scene, 
without the selling point of 
Brotherhood Week?  Further- 
more, how could they have been 
able to launch a_ fund-raising 
campaign for a quite appreciable 
piece of money without the 
stimulus of Brotherhood Week? 

True, the program of the Na- 
tional Conference of Christians 
and Jews include much more 
than this one item of Brother- 
hood Week. I know it well, per- 
sonally, for I happen to have had 
the distinction of being invited, 
twice, to be a member of the na- 
tional board—once away back in 
1928, when it was known as the 
Good Will Union (to create a 
better understanding between 


‘“raison d'etre” 


Catholics, Protestants and Jews) 
and again by Dr. Everett Clinchy 
when he took over. For reasons 
that have proved all too true, I 
declined in both instances. 1 de- 
cided I didn’t want to raise 
money to pay the piper so -that 
others might dance. 

Anyway, one of the most im- 
portant planks in the program 
was to lessen discrimination and 
thereby to eliminate anti-Semit- 
ism, as far as possible. But why 
go into planks, etc.? I believe 
that would be a rather lengthy 
procedure. I would merely like 
to place a few questions before 
the NCCJ, based on the banal 
speeches, the usual platitudes one 
hears Curing Brotherhood Week. 

A. In what way have we Jews

EXPLAINING THE MIZRACHI REPORT 
ON MIXED COUPLES AND ISRAEL 


@ Editor, National Jewish Pest: 

In view of the reaction of a 
few persons to the Mizrachi 
News Bureau report on the im- 
migration of mixed couples to 
Israel, a word of explanation is 
necessary. 

The original MNB dispatch re- 
ported that if one member of a 
mixed marriage seeking entrance 
to Israel is a non-Jew or non- 
Jewess, the “Israeli Government 
will not grant (them) immigra- 
tion certificates.” Unfortunately, 
The National Jewish Post heaad- 
lined the storry with the word 
“Barred,” leaving the impression 
that non-Jews will be completely 
excluded from the new state. The 
impression was unfortunate and 
wrong. 

Aceording to the head of the 
Jewish Agency immigration de- 
partment who is now in New 
York City, the non-Jewish mem- 
ber of an intermarriage will not 
be barred from immigration to 
Israel, but visa preferences will 
be accorded to Jewish immi- 
grants and their families who 
after languishing so many years 
in DP camps deserve first con- 
sideration. 

Therefore, when a non-Jew ap- 
plies for a visa to enter Israel, 
his application is referred to the 
usual Consulate channels, while 
Jewish DPs are given visas im- 
mediately without the approval 
of official authorities. This pro 
cedure seems perfectly under: 
standable in view of the fact that 
the Israeli Government is ob 
ligated to first provide for the 
thousands of Jewish victims of 
Nazism and Arab-land progroms 
for whom the Jewish National 
Home is the only major haven. 

An additional explanation has 
been offered by the Agency im- 
migration official for the ex- 
treme caution being exercized in 
regard to non-Jews coming to 
Europe. He pointed out that 
earlier in the year, wire services 
carried reports of former Nazis 
and pro-Nazis who sought cen- 
version to Judaism in order to 
gain preference~in admission to 
Israel. Many of these former 
Nazis went as far as to marry 
Jewish persons, thereby hoping 
to disguise their previous Nazi 
affiliations. It is against these 
unwanted elements who were 
responsble for so much Jewish 
tragedy that the new state must 
maintain careful vigil. 

In the case of non-Jews who 
were not infected by the Hitler 
virus as demonstrated by their 
aid te Jewish victims, there will, 
of course, be no restrictions en 
immigration to Israel, as the 
original MNB_ report clearly 
stated.

Since they had 
no visas, they were returned to 
France. 

On their return to Paris they 
contacted the Israeli Consul, in- 
sisting that they be granted visas 
to Israel. The Consul has re- 
ported the case to his govern- 
ment, and is waiting for further 
instructions.

Chicago Tribune Hits Congress 
For Backing Russ Composer Visit

HICAGO (NJP)—The Chicago TRIBUNE tilted lances again 
this week with the Chicago chapter of the American Jewish Con. 
gress, accusing it of switching position in supporting the visit of 


a Russian composer to the U.S. 


Rabbi Morton M, Berman, president of the chapter, was the 


target of the latest exchange, 
which followed a debate on the 
Congress opposition to the ad- 
mission of Nazi-tainted pianist 
Walter Gieseking to the U. S. 

The TRIBUNE sharply criti- 
cized the Congress stand in sup- 
porting the visit of Dmitri Shos- 
takovich, due soon in the U. S, 
on a cultural mission. 

Rabbi Berman explained the 
Chicago chapter’s stand in a let- 
ter to the editor, 
saying “we op- 
posed Giesek- 
ing’s mission be- 
cause he is a 
person who gave 
full and active 
support to a po- 
litical regime 
both before and 
during the time 
it was engaged 
our country. 

“Adherents of the American 
democratic way of life disagree 
profoundly with the political re- 
gime under which Shostakovich 
lives and are presently engaged 
in a_ political and ideological 
struggle with it throughout the 
world. 

Soviets Not Enemy 

“But the Soviet regime was not 
our enemy in a war which killed 
millions of persons; it was our 
ally. We maintain diplomatic re- 
lationships with it, both directly 
and through the United Nations. 

“It would be manifestly unjust 
to put one of its artists who pro- 
posed to come here on a purely 
cultural mission on the same lev- 
el as the Nazi enemy collabora- 
tor, Gieseking,” 

The TRIBUNE struck back

Czech Embassy Denies Jews 
Persecuted: Anti-Zionism Flares 


WASHINGTON—Two Jewish leaders of the Czechoslovak legas 
tion in Washington made the first official denials of reports of pere 
secution of Jews in Soviet-dominated states while the Russian 
propaganda machine labeled Zionism this week as “a kind of 
bacterial weapon in the cold war.” 


The defense of Soviet policy to- 
ward Jews behind the Iron Cur- 
tain was made at a special press 
conference called at the Czech 
Embassy by Dr. Francis Weis- 
kopf, Minister Counselor of the 
Embassy, and Dr, Arnost Polak, 
alternate executive director of 
the International Bank for Recon- 
struction and Development for 
Czechoslovakia, Poland, Yugo- 
Slavia and Finland. 

The denials were madé in re- 
buttal to reports made Feb. 27 at 
the seventh annual conference of 
the Jewish Labor Committee at 
Atlantie City. 


A lengthy -report, based on 
official documents, was made to 
the convention, that Jews were 
being as severely oppressed as 
Protestants and Catholics, (NJP 
March 4). 

“There are many many Jews in 
the highest positions in Czecho- 
slovakia, not only in politics but 
in economics and the profession,” 
Polak said. He said that he was 
chairman of the board of the Jew- 
ish congregation of Prague. 

Dr. Weiskopf said that Czecho- 
slovakia was one of the first 
countries to grant full recogni- 
tion to Israel. 

New Definition 

He did not comment on the 
new bacterial definition of Zion- 
ism made in Moscow by the Lit- 
erary Gazette mouthpiece of the 
Soviet cultural machine. 

The article appeared simultane- 
ously with a crackdown by the 
Red-dominated Hungarian Gov- 
ernment which dissolved all Zion- 
ist groups, closed their headquar- 
ters and expelled ten Zionist lead- 
ers. 

The local Jewish Agency of- 
fice, the Jewish National Fund 
and local Zionist groups were 
hit by the move which led to 
fears among Jewish leaders 
that negotations for large-scale 
emigration of Jews to Israel 








might collapse, 

An anti-Zionist campaign in the 
Communist-dominated press of 
Bucharest reached new heights, 
The Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
reported that even a sports news- 
paper joined the chorus with an 
editorial violently attacking Zion 
ism. 


They Want To Go 

Jews in the Soviet satellite 
states continued their rush to 
leave. The Polish Government an 
nounced new rules for emigra- 
tion to Israel and a rush devel 
oped of would-be emigrants, 

The Israeli Legation, the Cen 
tral Jewish Committee and the 
Minister of Public Administration 
are involved in issuance of pass- 
ports under the new rules. They 
have since been swamped by Pols 
ish Jews, 

The new rules provide that 
all applicants must prove that 
they are active Zionists or 
have close relatives in Israel. 

This rule is a troublesome one, 
Jewish officials here said, because 
the Government has riot issued 
any interpretation. One conse.

He addressed that 
group's Pacific regional meeting 
here. 

Givin said that the CJFWF 
made it clear “that the mobiliza- 
tion of the kind of resources re- 
quired by Israel could be accom- 
plished only through centralized 
fund-raising.” 

The proposal would include 
provision for special efforts by 
such groups as Hadassah and 
Histadrut which last year raised 
$9,000,000 and $4,000,000 respec 
tively, in the U. S. 

Investments Problem 

Givin said that there has also 
been some discussion on invest- 
ment promotion for Israel. He 
said some of the sales in that 
field are affecting large fund- 
raising like that of the United 
Jewish Appeal. 

He said that individual organi 
zations and projects undertaking 
fund-raising drives would be in- 
vestigated, under terms of the 
over-all budget plan, by a commis- 
sion. That group, ta be set up in 
the U. S., would include repre- 
sentatives of the Jewish Agency, 
the UPA, the UJA and the Israeli 
consulate.

Koch before such a court, It sug:
